The terms of this Order-in-Council are so vague that even 
several careful perusals leave the reader in complete ignor- 
ance as to how the public and the merchant are to receive protection 
or even to do business. 

It is not surprising therefore that merchants in particular are 
taking several caretul looks before they leap into the adventure. It 
is not possible at the moment to discuss intelligently the proposed 
system, for the simple reason, that like Social Credit itself, the Or- 
der-in-Council seems incapable of full, complete, and satisfactory 
explanation.

‘REACE—OF A KIND 


EUROPE, THESE DAYS, is the scene of strange eventful history. 
Four big powers, not, be it noted, for the sake of neace. but to pre- 
vent war, decide to dismember a lesser power. 

Germany and Italy treat the results triumphantly, exult- 
antly and well they may. — Britain and France, say what they may, 
must accept the verdict as’ a defeat even though it be for the sake 
of peace aiid to prevent war. Czechoslovakia has to agree. France 
breaks a treaty. — Britain urges-her-to do-se. —-France-thereby los- 
es whatever benefit there may be by her accord with Russia. Russia 
will now stand alone which if the truth were known, is what Hitler 1s 
really aiming at. 

What has happened is simply that a policy of voluntary dis- 
armament advocated by impractical idealists has resulted in a policy 
of compulsory dismemberment by very practical dictators. That 
policy at the. moment has resulted in peace — of a kind. No one 
really believes that Hitler has. no further territorial ambitions ‘in 
Europe. If he has none himself, he will always be able to find 
other nations allied to Germany. willing to play his part with his 
support. 

And while Hitler has committed himself so far as further ter- 
ritorial aggression in Europe is concerned he has not given up his 
ambitions with respect to the former German colonial empire. _ It 
will be interesting to note the re-action of the greater Powers when 
Herr Hitler demands, as demand he will, the return to the German 
nation of her former Overseas possessions,
